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If travellers who collect skeletons, after removing as much 
flesh as possible from the subject, would merely macerate it for 
an hour in water, it would save much labour and time in mount- 
ing. It is also as well to leave the large wing- and tail-feathers, 
and the skin of the scalp on the specimens, 1n order to assist in 
identifying the species, where the skins are not transmitted also. 

Again, if collectors in preparing skins would extract the brain 
with a wire, instead of breaking up the whole of the back part 
of the skull, many valuable contributions to the osteology of 
Birds would be preserved, in the heads of their specimens.

VI.— Observations on the Birds of St. Croix, West Indies, made, 
between February 20th and August 6th 1857 by ALFRED 
Newton, and, between March 4th and September 28th 1858 
by Epwanp Newton. (Part I.) 


Tue Danish Island of Saint Croix, or, as it is often called, Santa 
Cruz, lies between 64° 40! and 64° 59! longitude West of Green- 
wich, and in lat. 17° 45! North, about forty miles nearly due South 
from St. Thomas, and eighty miles East by South of Porto Rico. 
It is about twenty miles in its greatest length, which lies almost 
due east and west, with a breadth varying from one to four
